Continuation of 3. NOTE: Specifically, the 7-7-05 amendment raises a new issue under § 1 12, 2d , with respect to claim 28. As 
amended on 7-7-05, independent claim 8 recites the treatment of infection by one species of bacteria using an enzyme that lyses that 
species. However, claim28 requires two "said enzymes, wherein each enzyme treats a different bacteria." Because claim 8 requires 
"said enzyme" to be specific for one species of bacteria, whereas claim 28 requires "said enzyme" to treat different bacteria, it is 
confusing how claim 28 properly depends from claim 8. This confusion as to claim scope would require rejection under § 1 12, 2d . 
Moreover a potential issue exists as to 37 CFR 1.75(c), since claim 28 could be considered as failing to further limit claim 28. . 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: as discussed above, the 7-7-05 amendment 
creates an issue under § 1 12, 2d 1]. Because of non-entry of the amendment, the case cannot be allowed. However, the amendment of 
7-7-05 would make the case allowable if claim 28 were cancelled..
